I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  /UiUual  Report,  the  fortieth  in 
the  series,  on  the  Health  of  the  School  Child  in  Eastbou.rne  during  the  year 
1947,  and  on  the  uork  of  the  School  Health  Department  for  ^ilat  yoaro 

The  nuinber,  of  children  on  the  registers  of  the  various  school 
departments  again  shorved  an  increase,  being  at  the  end  of  the  year  3,1148 
compared  with  5,107  at  the  end  of  1946. 

In  connoction  'vrith  periodic  medical  inspection  a new  age-gre oping 
was  in  accordance  with  Medical  Sorvices  Regulations , 1943,  and  after 
consultation  with  the  Ministry's  Medical  Department,  put  into  operaticn. 

This  provides  for  children  up  to  fifteen  years  having  a periodic  m. iical 
inspection  three  times  during  their  school  lives  and  prevision  is  aiso 
made  for  pupils  being  inspected  on  attaining  the  ago  of  seventeen  years  if 
they  are  still  in  attendance  at  an  educational  esta’-lisHrent  provided  by  , 
the  L''cal  Authority,  Tn.,,.  Staff  of  tho  Dopartmont  curing  1947  carried 
out  periodic  medical  insp^ictions  to  tho  number  of  1,GS'8,  In  addition 
children  to  tho  number  of  999  were  enaminod  at  tho  special  request  of 
parents,  teachers  and  school  nurses,  and  1,409  re-insfections  were  made 
of  children  previously  known  to  have  one  or  moro  defects. 

In  writing  a report  on  the  gonoral  health  and  '■  oil-being  of  a 
number  of  persons  as  comparod  with  an  Individual,  and  in  attempting  to 
provide  a comparison  with  other  yea.rs  on  is  always  faced  with  tho  f^ory 
difficult  problem,  the  definition  of  good  health,  m.oro  a-'senco  of  C'Vganic 
disease  not  necessarily  implying  health  and  woll-bcring,  It  can,  lioweior, 
be  stated  that  the  results  of  the  various  examinations  carried  out  and  '^he 
observations  made  lead  one  to  believe  that  tho  health  of  our  school  children 
was  quite  up  to  the  standard  of  othoi  years;  tho  iiidica'' ions  indoe.V  are 
that  tho  gonoral  standard  of  health  of  the  school  clrild  continues  'io  improve, 

Dospito  difficulties  that  excellent  institution,  the  School  Ifoals 
Service,  functioned  most  satisfactorily  and  indeed  expanded  its  scot-o 
throughout  tho  year.  Close  on  sixty  por  cent  of  the  children  were  having 
a good  riid-day  meal  in  school'  towards  the  end  of  the  jroar  and  noari  ; ninoty 
por  cent  were  taking  advantage  of  the  free  milk  scheme ^ 

The  Report  of  the  Senior  Dental  Officer  makes  a itisf actory  reading. 
It  is  good  to'  note  that  such  progress  has  been  made  in  catching  up  ■ itl. 
the  accumulation  of  work  of  tho  war  and  immediate  post-war  years.  In 
connection  with  dental  troa  hnerit,  the  increasing  co-operation  of  parents 
and  indeed  of  tho  children  thomselv'os,  is  most  encouragirg.  H.o  Orthodontic 
aspect  is  assuming  increasing  importanco  and  it  would  appear  that  further 
time  will  have  to  bo  devoted  to  this  very  important  soeta.en  of  the  ■■;orkc 

The  epidemic  of  moaslos  which  began  in  t'ho  lat'or  half  of  1943 
continued  into  the  Spring,  and  in  tho  year  ruder  review  some  £00  cac  os 
wero  notified.  Fortunately  the  nation-wide  opidomic  of  polio-myelitis 
did  not  seriously  affect  our  Eastbourne  children Of  tic  seven  cases 
notified  in  1947  in  tho  area  of  this  Authei-j  ty  two  wore  childron  of  school 
ago,  ,'imongst  tho  precautions-  taken  in  connection  with  this  epidemic 
was  a ban  on  operations  for  the  removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids  from  August 
1st, 


In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Education  net,  1944,  an 
arrangement  was  made  with  the  Eastbourne  hospitals  vjhcroby  the  Education 
**uthority  from  *>pril  1st.  accepted  financial  responsibility  for  the  hospital 
treatment  of  all  children  attending  schools  maintained  by  them.  In  addition, 
vjhcn  necessary,  children  were  sent  to  special  hospitals  in  London  and 
elsewhere  for  treatment  at  the  cost  of  the  Local  Education  *,uthority. 

The  arrangements  for  the  special  educational  treatment  of 
Handicapped  Bupils  will  be  found  set  out  fully  in  the  body  of  the  Report. 
Generally  speaking  the  needs  of  our  Hstiidicappod  Ghildren  ore  reasonably 
vjcll  provided  for.  Increasing  difficulty  is,  hov;evor,  being  experienced 
in  finding  suitable  residential  accoxniaodction  for  certain  categories  of 
Handicapped  Children  such  as 'the  E^piloptic  r-nd  the  Iducationally  oub-Nermfl. 
It  was  found  impossible  to  secure  special  residential  accommodation  for  the 
few  maladjusted  children  for  whom  such  provision  was  considered  necessary. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  tha.t  the  provision  of  a hostel  for  maladjusted  children 
as  visualised  by  the  Education  .iuthoritios  of  East  Sussex,  Hastings  and 
Eastbourne  under  the  Joint  Child  Guidance  Scheme  will  be'  possible  of 
attainment  before  very  long,  as  well  as  the  provision  of  a Residential 
School  for  certain  nurabers  of  Educationally  Sub-Norraal  Pupils. 

I vjould  like,  once  again,  to  taJeo  this  opportunity  of  expressing 
to  the  many  individuals  and  organisations  concerned  vjith  th^  welfare  of  our 
children  my  best  thanks  for  their  help  throughout  the  year. 

The  Chief  Education  Officer  and  his  staff,  as  always,  gave  us 
their  entire  co-operation  and  the  Head  Teachers  exid  their  Lssistants  did 
c-vcrytliing  possible  to  enable  the  children  derive  full  benefit  from  the- 
various  services  provided. 

Relations  with  Ltr.  Benyard,  the  Local  Inspector  of  the  National 
Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  were  again  raost  cordial 
and  he  was  at  all  times  ready ’ to  give  us  his  help  in  dealing  with  eases  of 
neglect  or  suspected  neglect. 

In  view  of  the  now  arrangements  for  the  hospital  treatment  of  school 
children  our  contacts  with  the  hospital  staffs  were  closer  than  ever  before; 
and  I would  like' to  convoy  to  them  my  appreciation  of  their  helpfulness  on 
all  occasions. 


The  volume  of  vjork  in  the  Department  was  greater  than  in  cxiy  previous 
year,  and  to  my  own  staff  who  cheerfully  coped  with  the  many  demands  made  on 
them  I express  my  sincere  thanks. 

Finally,  Mr.  Chairman,  I wish  to  tender  to  you  and  to  the  members 
of  your  Committ  y C—lll  d to  every  member  of  the  Local  Authority,  my  gratitude 
for  the  co-operation  and  support  I received  from  you  throughout  the  year.

The  only  change  in  the  permanent  full  time  staff  was  the  appointment 
of  Lliss  A,L,  I'litchell  who  took  up  duties  as  Health  Visitor  and  School  Nurse 
on  July  1st, 
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Periodic  visits  were  made  by  each  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors 
to  the -schools  in  their  districts.  The  Chief  Education  Officer  was 
informed  of  any  sanitary  matters  requiring  attention.  In  addition 
visits  were  always  made  as  and  when  required  by  both  Sanitary  Inspectors 
and  School  Nurses  in  connection  with  cases  of  infectious  disease. 


4.  im^lCAL  INSPECTION. 


It  was  agreed  with  the  Medical  Branch  of  the  Mnistry  of 
Education  that  as  from  January  1st  PERIODIC  I'lEBICAL  INSPECTION  of  pupils 
would  be  carried  out  as  follows: 

(a)  Every  pupil  who  is  admitted  for  tho  first  time  to  a 
maintained  school, 

(b)  Every  pupil  attending  a maintained  junior  (Primary) 
school  on  attaining  the  ago  of  ten  jrears, 

( c)  Every  pupil  attending  a maintained  Secondary  School  in 
the  last  year  of  his.  or  her  attendance,  vjhich  will  be  on 
attaining  the  age  of  fourteen  years  now  that  the  school- 
leaving age  is  raised  to  fifteen, 

(d)  Every  pupil  attending  a maintained  school  on  attaining 
tho  ago  of  seventeen. 

Some  1,558  children  were  inspected  in  the  proscribed  groups  and  76  wore 
examined  under  tho  heading  of.  other  Periodic  Inspections.  Nine  hundred 
and  ninety-nine  children  were  examined  at  tho  special  .request  of  parents, 
teachers  or  school  nurses  and  re-inspections  to  tho  number  of  1,409  wore 
carried  out  in  respect  of  children  'who  at  a previous  examination  were 
found  to  have  some  defect. 

At  the  Periodic  Medical  Inspections  children  to  the  number  of 
385,  a percentage  of  23,64  -were  found  to  have  one  or  more  defects,  other 
than  dental  disease  or  infestation  with  vermin,  requiring  treatment, 

(a)  General  Condition,  The  general  condition  of  the  children  seen 
at  the  periodic  medical  inspections  was  as  follows; 

GOOD  in  1,S75,  .a  percentage  of  78,32, 

PAIR  ” 332,  " " " 20,39. 

POOR  " 21,  " ” " 1,29. 

(b)  Personal  Hygiene.  The  heads  of  all  children  were  examined  by  tho, 
school  nurses  at  the  beginning  of  each  term.  In  addition  freq^uent 
subsequent  examinations  were  made  of  .all  children  previously  found  to  have  ■ 
been  infested  and  any  children  whom  the  toachers  suspected  of  uncleanlinoss 
were  also  inspected  periodically.  In  all,  in  this  connection  12,947 
inspections  wore  carried  out.  Vermin  were  found  in  .children’s  heads 

in  67  cases  and  in  413  other  cases  nits  were  discovered.  On  the  whole 
tho  standard  of  cleanliness  of  our  children  can  bo  described  os  satisfactory, 
but  unfortunately  the  children  of  a relatively  small  number  of  careless 
and  slack  parents  cause  no  little  trouble  and  unpleas. an tness  for  themselves 
and  other  children,  ns  well  as  for  teachers  and  tho  School  Hoqlth  Staff, 

The  great  .and  welcome  improvem.ent  in  standards  f personal  hygiene  of  the 
. last  decade  is  being  maintained,  but  the  residual  careless  few  families 

need  a great  deal  of  attention  - in  tho  case  of  this  Authority  such, -families 
num.ber  approxim.atoly  thirty-one.  Advice  was  given  to  parents  in  cases, 
sacker  combs  v^ere  lent  and  Sulco,  and  Saritas  So.ap  Shampoo  supplied,  but 
in  a number  of  cases  it  was  necessary  for  the  children  to  be  dealt  with 
at  one  of  our  Clinics  by  a member  of  tho  Staff, 
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P-ine^oria.  Six  cases  of  ringisform  of  the  scalp  occurred  in  four 
families.  The  diagnosis  was  confirmed  in  each  case  by  means  of 
the  Wood’s  Test.  T-rajr  epilation  was  carried  o\it  at  Middlesex 
Hospital  and  the  condition  in  each  case  cleared  up  satisfactorily. 

Tli6  period  of  exclusion  from  school  (including  weekends  and  holidays) 
was  122  days,  143,  116,  131,  1£2  and  108,  giving  an  average  of 
12S  days. 


5.  CLINICG. 

EXAMINATI ON  CLIMI C S . Examination  Clinics  were  held  weekly  at 

Avcnuo  House,  and  monthly  at  Acacia  Villa,  357  Seaside  and  Hampden 
Park  Secondary  School,  Nine  hundred  and  sixty- two  children  made

Dr,  Darkman,  supervising  the  3un-ray  Clinic,  reports:-  ”0nc  must 
comment  on  the  excellent  results  obtained  from  the  large  mercury-vapour

’’During  1947  substan binl  progress  vir.s  mndo  tcnsrds  donling  "ith  the 
nrroars  of  dcntsl  'vork  ujhicii  hod  accumulotcd  on'ing  to  the  diff icultios 
the  war  years,  and  it  nas  found  possible  to  carry  out  a routine  dental 
inspection  in  all  the  schools  coming  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Local  Authority. 

At  those  inspections  4, 316  childron  aero  seen.  Those  together  with 
special  applications  for  treatm.-nt,  numbering  406,  made  a total  of  4,7S2 
childron  inspected.  Of  chat  number  3,051  wore  fr'und  require  tri-atmont, 
and  2,247  were  actually  ti-voatod  by  the  Auth^^rity’s  Dental  Officers,  At 
tho  end  -^f  the  year  804  of  those  children  wore  awaiting  treatment. 

While  the  proportion  of  childron  referred  for  treatment  is  itill 
considerable,  tho  figures  show  a very  definite  impre^vement  compared  with  the 
preceding  year,  and  although  I still  find  the  higher  ago  groups  very 
susceptible  to  dontal  canes,  the  benefits  of  regular  inspoctirn  and 
treatment  are  beginning  to  make  thcm.selvos  apparent.  In  1946,  eighty- 
fivo  per  cent  of  those  inspected  were  feferrod  for  treatment,  in  1947  this 
figure  had  dropped  to  six';y-fivo.  Fcrtj'-fivc  sessions  were  devoted  to  those 
inspections  and  587  sessi^'ns  to  trontment.  Fillings  to  the  number  of 
3,515  were  inserted,  and  2,312  teeth  were  extracted.  Aduaini  strati  on  of 
general  anaesthetics  numbered  952,  and  here  I should  like  to  report  the 
very  considerable  benefit  our  patients  have  received  owing  to  our  now  being 
equipped  with  the  most  modern  type  of  nitrous  oxide  and  oxygen  anaesthetic 
apparatus.  This  apparatus  has  been  of  inestimable  value  to  the  dontal 
clinic,  and  has  enabled  us  to  deal  with  eases  which  otherwise  m.ight  have 
necessitated  hospital  treatment. 

One  branch  of  dental  work,  whore  I find  a steady  increase  in  the 
numbers  requiring  treatment,  is  that  of  Crthodontics,  or  the  treatment  of 
irregular  and  overcrowded  teeth.  At  tho  special  weekly  session  hold  for 
this  work,  129  children  were  seen  by  tho  Orthwdontic  Specialist,  making 
680  attendances.  At  the  end  of  the  year  56  children  wore  awaiting  treatment 
an*^  increase  of  86  comparvod  with  last  year.  In  m''^dorn  civilisation  the 
size  of  the  jaws  and  the  dimensions  of  tho  dental  arches  are  constantly 
tending  to  become  smaller,  with  no  corresponding  reduction  in  the  size  of 
tho  teeth,  and  I feel  certain  that  in  tho  future,  orthodontic  treatment  will 
have  to  play  an  ever-lncr„;asing  part  in  any  dental  scheme  if  we  are  to  ensure 
that  future  generations  a/'o  to  stare  wheir  adult  life  ^;ith  efficient 
dentitions,'  sound  in  structure  and  regular  in  position  and  aligriment’’.

"Three  sessions  per  week  were  started  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year:  this  has  made  it  possible  to  reduce  the  waiting  list  from  48  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year  to  19  at  the  end  of  the' year.  It  is  now 
possible  to  make  a preliminary  investigation  of  a ease  shortly  after 
referral,  but  there  is  still  a considerable  waiting  period  before  the 
child  can  bo  seen  by  .the  Psychiatrist.  Increased  sessions  ctc  needed 
to  obviate  this  delay,  but  further  expansion  of  the  Joint  3cha:ic  is 
hampered  by  the  shortage  of  trained  workers,  , 

The  earlier  recognition  of  symptoms  of  disturbance  auid  the 
earlier  recommendation  for  treatment,  or  advice,  would  not  only  save 
much  anxiety  and  distress  to  both  children  and  parents,  but  would  also 
shorten  the  length  of  treatment  necessary.  In  most  eases  referred  to 
the  Glinic,  it  is  possible  to  trace  the  beginning  of  difficulties  to  the 
infant  stage  - c.g,  difficulties  of  feeding  and  toilet  training,  difficult 
behaviour  follov-ang  the  arrival  of  a new  baby  in  tho  family,  or  where 
through  lack  of  undorstaanding  or  fear,  the  parent  frustrates  the  child 
unnecessarily  and  produces  rebellion  and  aggression.  Direct  contact 
bctvTcor.  the  Psychiatric  Social  Worker  and  tho  Maternity  and  Child  bUlfare 
Clinics  vjould  make  it  possible  to  ovcrcoiac  some  of  those  early  difficulties 
and  often  avoid  more  serious  disturbances  This,  however,  will  not  be 
possible  until  the  scheme  has  been  extended.

S't.  hndrevH  s Junior  dnd  Infants,  and  Sr^  Joseph's  Schools,  thus  greatly  improving 
the  service  of  the  dinners.  There  is  a very  great  need  for  similar  accommodation  at 
Hoads  School  and  for  a now  scullery  at  St.  Mar^/ ' s Girls'  School.  Plans  for  nevj 
buildings  at  both  those  schoolLS  have  been  approved  in  principle  by  the  Ministr3^ 
of  Education.
